A Ifan Captured at 
Philadelphia 
Who Answers Closely to the 
Bescription of the Snell 
Murderer. 


PHUIADELPHIA, Oct. 26.—There is 
nothing new in Tascott's case this morn- 
ing. At police headquarters the officials 
state that no answer hás been received 
from Chicago to the message sent last 
night asking for some one to identify 
the man arrested yesterday, as Tascott. 
The prisoner was photographed this 
morning and will have a hearing at 2 
o'clock this afternoon. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—Chief of Detec- 
tives Horace Elliott, received a dispatch 
from the Philadelphia police this morn- 
ing regarding the latest Tascott capture, 
which set him to prancing about in a 
lively manner. The dispatch contained 
a description of the Philadelphia cap- 
ture that corresponds exactly with the 
one sent broadcast over the country by 
Chief Hubbard. 
¿ 


"Most remarkable 
lead we have 
struck yet," said the chief of detectives, 
as he procured one of the circulars sent 
out from here. 
"The scars described by 
the Philadelphia police are mentioned 
in the circular, and the height, weight, 
color of hair and eyes exactly cor- 
respond." 


"Its the best description of Tascott 
that ever came into this office," said 
Elliott, "and I must see Mr. Stone and 
the chief, about it. The fellow may be 
Tascott, any how, its worth looking 
into." 


Detective Treshorne was dispatched 
to Mr. Stone's bouse with the Philadel- 
phia dispatch. Mr. Stone read the de- 
scription and immediately left for police 
headquarters, where he .left a note to 
Chief Hubbard telling that official what 
he thought of the capture. To Elliott 
Mr. Stone said: 


"The description is a very good one 
and he should not be dismissed as not 
beigg Tascott until we can thoroughly 
investigate. Of course I could not say 
whether he is Tascott, but we can tell 
better when his picture arrives. " 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 26.—When the 
prisoner, supposed to be Tascott, was 
brought in court this morning and asked 
if he was Tascott, he smiled and said, 
"No." He is held and will have a 
hearing Thursday.

THE 
ESKIMO'S 
HOUSE 
OF 
SNOW. 


At night when the lamp goes out and 
the temperature goes down, all these 
water soaked snow blocks and banking 
of snow become converted into ice or a 
sort of frozen snow ice, like that which 
one sees on the sidewalk after a cold, 
freezing night that follows a thawing 
day. This alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing soon converts the top part into this 
translucent material, and, as a result, 
the igloo becomes uncomfortably chilly 
at night, the ice being a good conductor 
of the cold, while the snow is not. The 
energetic Eskimo does not reside long 
in the same igloo—not over a month or 
six weeks—unless he is where he can 
easily "bank" his building so deep that 
the snow cannot be converted into ice 
clear through its depth. One of the 
few comforts of Arctic winter travel is 
that the voyage has nearly always a new 
warm snow house in which to sleep. 
Whenever a traveling party reaches a 
camping point where there are several 
old, unoccupied igloos, they never think 
of using them, but build others instead, 
if only for a single night.

H O R R I B L E BIASSACRE. 


How tlie Gallant Cavalry Leader Was Led 
Into the I>catli Trap by the Wily Sitting 
BiUl 
and His Lieutenants—New 
Light 
Upon an Old Sulyect.

details of the great disaster, the horrors 
of which shocked the civilized world, 
have long since become a part of history, 
few are familiar with the causes which 
resulted so fatally to the "long-haired 
Boldier," his gallant officers, and men. 


The writer, from a long association 
•with the Sioux, as hunter, scout, trader, 
and Deputy United States ]\Iarsbal, thor- 
oughly acquirin.L; the Siou:c language and 
a knowledge of their habits, has been 
able to gather data inaccessible to the 
transient or casual observer. 


The name and fame of Gen. Custer 
had spiead amons the Sioux in the early 
seventies, and the v.riter can ahord no 
better illustration of the respect in which 
his powers as a successful Indian fighter 
were held by the savages than the fact 
that he was a"^ble to cross the then almost 


Biver. 
As soon as this was learned it 
was resolved to send ont a party to make 
a sortie, to discover their strength and 
engage them if practicable. 
This was 
continued from day to day, in the hope 
of drawing the enemy into" some ground 
where an ambush could be laid. 
This 
they came near accomplishing on the 11th, 


and if tbey had been decoyed into the 
canyon of the llosebud 
the fate that 
awaited Custer would have fallen on 
Crook. 


After this unsuccessful move it was de- 
cided to go closer to the nK ntains, to 
the end that the v» ounded could receive 
better care and have cold water to bathe 
in, etc., and also that their religious rites 
and annual sun-dance could 
be 
per- 
formed, and here we find them camped 
near the mouth of the Little Big Horn 
Elver, where the ill-fated Custer over- 
took them. 
The chiefs and head war- 
riors were now in daily council and con- 
sultation, the wily Sitting Bull and his 
able assistant, Eain-in-the-Face, 
coun- 
seling prudeuca and strategy, the impetu- 
ous Crazy Horse (the Custer of the Sioux)

unknown country from Fort A. Lincoln 
to the Black Hills, through the very 
heart of their country, with a part of his 
regiment, without tiring a shot. 


The result of this expedition was the 
finding of gold in paying quantities in 
the Black Hills, and from that time dates 
a hatred by the Sioux that only ended 
with his death. 


The Sioux then foiesaw that, in a short 
time, they would lose their choicest hunt- 
ing-grounds, an event which, when con- 
summated, they traccd directly to Gen. 
Custer. 
, Exaggerated rei^orts from the ('amp- 
followers of Custer's army soon had the 
eifect to stir up the minds of the adven- 
turers from the States, the hardy miners 
from Colorado and California,-and the 
hunters, trappers, and frontiersmen of 
Wyoming and Montana, which resulted 
in a desire to visit the new Eldorado. 
Parties were formed by stealth, and led 
bj^ the most daring sjiirits, and in spite 
of the fact that the Sioux, who were row 
sustained by the military, were noting 
every move, several succeeded in gaining 
the 
goal and a realization of 
their 
dreams. 


The Government now decided upon a 
change of tactics. 
A treaty was made for 
the cession of the Black Hills, a treaty 
that was never ratitied by the leading 
chiefs, and very indifferently kept by the 
I whites. 


Late in the fall of 1875 the agents at 
Ihe different agencies were instructed to 
Jail in all of the Indians then away huut- 
[ng and to inform them that their right to 
lunt in Wyoming and Montana had ex- 
id. 
The Sioux failed to comply with 
these orders, and in March, 187(), Gen. 
George Crook took the lield against them 
.with twelve companies of cavalry and 
about forty scouts (of whom the writer 
was one), mostly frontiersmen and half- 
breeds. 


The General succeeded in meeting and 
completely destroying a Sioux village on 
Powder lliver, Wyoming. 
This had the 
effect to turn the more timorous Indians 


advising a charge and a riding down of 
the enemy by sheer force of numbers, a 
part which he fulfilled to the letter later on. 


The column under Gen. Alfred Terry 
was advancing steadily along the Yellow- 
stone liiver. 
The Sioux were kept in- 
formed of his movements by spies and 
couriers, and his presence gave no un- 
easiness. 
They were accustomed to the 
white man's mode of warfare, and little

toward the agencies, and the most warlike, 
under the leadership of Sitting Bull, 
Gaul, 
llain-in-the-Face, 
Crazy Horse, 
and other snb-ehitfs, toward the north. 


Until this time the Indians had been 
living in a semi-state of war and peace, 
but now the lines were drawn, the gaunt- 
let accepted, the Avar pipe was sent to the 
various camps, and as early as May, 187(3, 
a village of nearly 7,0(J0 Sioux, Chey- 
ennes, and renegades from other neigh- 
boring tribes 
had 
assembled on the 
Yellowstone llivc-r. 


All was life and gayety. 
The Indians 
felt safe in the security which their num- 
bers afforded. 
Game was very plentiful. 
Their horses were in prime condition for 
the chase or for war. 
Games of chance 
and athletics were freely indulged in. 
Racing, training, and friendly contests 
with rifie and boV and arrows were of 
daily occurrence. The children of nature 
were enjoying only such spoi-ts as nature 
had taught them. 


The runners were now returning from 
the Canadian Northwest, bringing arms, 
ammunition, and recruits to their cause. 
Everything promised security from want, 
hunger, or invasion by the pale-faces. 


The medicine men meantime were not 
idle. 
Stories of the bravery of fathers 
were rehearsed to sons. 
They were ex- 
horted to be as brave and strong of heart, 
and the land they now occupied would 
be secured to them for a great many 
years. 
The gods had been invoked; the 
medicine was good. 
They said that un- 
less they called down the wrath of the 
evil spirit by acts of cowardice no enemy 
«ould withstand them, that the Great 
Spirit was watching over his red children 
with pity, and that now he had placed it 
in their power not 
only 
to 
avenge 
their 
own 
wrongs 
but 
those 
of 
their fathers. 
The many wrongs the 
•white 
man 
had 
done 
them 
were 
detailed by the old witches and time- 
tellers of the tribe, and when it is con- 
sidered that this was the bravest and most 
warlike of the Sioux nation, the result of 
the engagement with Custer, their JBost 
bated foe, is no longer a subject of won- 
der. 


Abont the first of June, 1876, the spies 
.who had been sent out to watch the 
"morements of the enemy retamed with 
Hie &eW0 that Gen. Crook, with a 1 
eMDmand and an ally of Crow and_Sna 
l&aiAai^liad 


thought that Long Hair (the Sioux name 
for Custer) would leave tbe infantry' to 
toil on as they might, while he with his 
cavalry and a few Indian allies, moving 
by forced and heavy marches, would meet 
and dare them on ground of their own 
choosing. 


The spot selected by the Sioux for their 
camji was well calculated for defense. 
riaukedi;by deep ravines, and deep and 
almost impenetrable underbrush in the 
rear, it was a wild place in nature chosen 
by the Indians for their preservation. 


The tirst notice of the near api)roach of 
troops was given by a few squaws who 
have been out some distance from camp, 
for the purpose of gathering wild tuj nips 
(a favorite food with these people). They 
reported that they had seen a heavy cloud 
of dust moving toward them, and paral- 
lel with the river, and as buifalo always 
travel at right angles in valleys, so as to 
cross the streams square, they argued 
that it Djust be horsemen. 
This news 
was scotiod at by the Ogallalas. 
It could 
not be that any foe would be rash enough 
to move on them in their stronghold; be- 
sides, no one but squaws had seen any- 
thing to cause alarm, and so they gave 
the story no credence. 
However, Chief 
: Gaul, always suspicious, determined to 
I send out a few scouts to make an investi- 
gation. 
These returned before midnight 
with a coniirmation of the report that 
soldiers were coming, gave a good esti- 
mate of their numbers, and also reported 
that they were under the leadership of 
Long Hair (Custer). 


All was now excitement and turmoil in 
the Indian camp. 
Orders were issued by 
Sitting Bull that no lodges were to l)e 
struck, but that the squaws should take 
the old, the crippled iind wounded, to- 
gether with their children, and retreat in- 
to the high hills with the stock at first 
sign of bre,iking day. 
It was decided to

make no demonstration until the soldiers 
should attack the camp. 


The command on the right was given 
to Bain-in-the-Face. 


Meantime the portion of the Indians 
known as the Ogallala Sioux slept quietly 
on. 
Nor is this to be wondered at, when 
we know that the camp was upwards of 
three miles 
in 
length, and perhaps 
this was well for the Indians, forbad 
the Ogallala chief, Crazy Horse, been 
present at the council when the final dis« 
position was made, Cntter might have 
been met on the open plain, where, in 
coiijiinction with Bene, tne resaliwoald 
probably have been veiy disaetroni 1» 


the Indians; bat it seems, as the Indians 
had said, "their medicine was good," for 
all worked to their weal. 


At last morning broke—a glorious mom 
indeed, 
Not the slightest breeze caused 
a riffle in the 'iip.ves of the giant cotton- 
woods that lined the camp in the rear. 
Spies were now sent out to watch and re- 
port the advance of the soldiers, runners 
were sent to warn the Ogallalas, and all 
was put in readiness to await the onset. 
. In a short time the spies came dashing 
into camp with the news of the near ap- 
proach of 
the troops, who 
soon 
ap- 
peared 
on the 
river bottom, in 
full 
view. 
Here the troops made a short 
halt, and, forming company front, boldly 
advanced, 
guidons 
and 
colors 
iiying 
with the motion of their noble steeds, at a 
full charge—Custer's last, but a noble 
one—on, on they came, certain doom only 
awaiting every soul, toward the point best 
prepared 
to meet Ihern, past a part of the 
now deserted lodges, until the line be- 
came necessarily broken to avoid 
the 
tepees. 
Here a portion of their horses 
became unmanageable at the sight of half- 
dried meat and untanned skins that every- 
where strewed the ground. 


In the midst of all this confusion the 
blood-curdling 
war-cry of 
the 
Sioux 
sounded on their ears, and hundreds of 
painted savages, heretofore hidden by 
the underbrush, sprang up and delivered 
their galling fire in the front, while Rain- 
in-the-face, from his position with his 
braves, delivered 
a raking, murderous 
tire on their flank. 


Custer now probably saw his mistake 
too late; but the splendid courage that 
always marked the man did not deseit 
him."^ Both himself and men fought like 
demons. 


"Halt! 
Dismount!" rang out in sten- 
torian tones, and these were the last or- 
ders the gallant Custer ever gave that 
were obeyed by his men. 
The firing now 
became general. 
The horses, unloosed 
and maddened by thirst, dashed into 
the 
stream, where 
they were' easily 
caught by the Indians. ' Groups 
and 
squads of dead soldiers here and there 
marked the spot where son-e brave cap- 
tain or lieutenant fell while stimulating 
his men by word or deed (and men with 
empty cartridge shells between their legs, 
sitting where they fell, with gun lying; 
close by, went to show how dearly they: 
had sold their lives), for in this awful mo- 
ment probably no one of Custer's men 
dreamed of victory. 


At this critical juncture the Ogallala 
chief. Crazy Horse, appeared on the left, 
and, taking in the situation at a glance, 
ordered his legion to charge. 


Let us now close our eyes as the horri- 
ble work of butchery goes on. 
Unaccus- 
tomed to such warfare, and overcome by 
vastly superior numbers, before the sun 
had fairly reached the meridian'the last 
of Custer's bold riders had succumbed to 
the inevitable. 


Not much remains to be told. 
The 
soldiers were hurriedly stripped of their 
arms and accouterments. 
The Indian al-' 
lies, fifteen in number, were scalped, and 
the field was left to the squaws, who 
went the rounds with stone war-clubs 
and tomahawks, 
brained 
the 
soldiers 
who 
were 
not 
quite 
dead, 
stripped 
them of watches, jewelry, etc., and hör-, 
ribly mutilated their bodies. 
For some 
reason, not one white man was scalped. 


A thousand 
warriors 
had 
perhaps 
boasted that the long yellow hair of Gen. 
Custer should that dÄy dangle at his belt, 
but owing to the fact that he started on 
this expedition with his hair cut short he 
was not recognized by the Indians. 


The casualties of the Indians were com- 
paratively small—thirty-six on the field 
dead. 
The number dying of wounds %vill 
probably never be accurately known, as 
the village was shortly afterward broken 
up. 
Probably seventy would be a fair es- 
timate. 


Why Major Eeno did not support his 
Colonel in the charge or rescue him in 
retreat, Indian logic can find no answer.

This little rock has suffered many vicissi- 
tudes, for the Princes of 3Ionaco "have not 
always been rolling in wealth. In order to 
keep their heads above water the Grimaldis 
have been eompr lled in by-gone days to 
seek tiie protection of many sovereigns, 
and the Castle oi Monaco has housed in 
turn Spanish, English. French and Pied- 
montese garrisons. 
Over the citadel vari- 
ous European flairs have floated until the 
day when the real power of the state pass- 
ed into the hands of the gaming authorities. 
The French revolution of 178!) leit the then 
ruler in a bad way. and in 1817 Monaco 
passed under tlie protection of the King of 
¡Sardinia. In opposition to tlie lorm^r cus- 
tom of the French kinir. who, while the 
Prince of IMonaco was under the Piotei-tor- 
ate of France, had granted larare sums for 
his 
support, tho 
.Sardinian king save 
him nothing.

up the concession, built tho Casino of 
Monte Carlo, and endowe 1 tho "S.)cictt; de 
Bains de Monaco," with tho reputation 
which they possess at the present day. 
From that time an equilibrium in the 
Prince's Budget 
was assured, and the 
Société de Monaco" pays tho Prince, pays 
the administration, pays tlie judges, pay 
the cle.-gy. iiays the army—and pays it 
sha-ehold'ers. 
"The Society of Biiths of 
Monaco" is. of course, only a sp'cious 
medical t tie used to cloak ihe real busi- 
ness of the eoinpant. wlti<;h is the conduct 
of the great gaming establishment of Monte 
Carlo.

wheel, is purely a game of chance. It is 
played on an oblong table covered with 
green cloth, in the center of which is a cav- 
ity of little more than two feet in diameter 
in the süape of a punch-bowl. This cavity, 
which has several copper bands round its 
sides, at equal distances from each other, 
nas its sides fixed, but the bottom is mov- 
able round an axis phioed in the center, tho 
handle by which motion is communicated 
being a species of capstain of copper fixed 
on the upper extremity of the axis. Round 
the circumference of this movable bottom 
are thirty-pevcn holes, painted iu black and 
red alternately, with first thirty-six num- 
bers and a zero, as »hown in the diagrams. 
These thiity-seven symbols are also figured 
at each end ol the taDle in order that the 
plavers may place their stakes on the 
ohráoe they select. Along the margin of 
the table are painted six words—pair. pasM. 
noir. Impair, manque, rouge—which will 
be afterward explained.

player may stake his money oa 1, 2. or any! 
of the thirty-seven numbers (includinsr chel 
zero), and shows what number or numbers; 
he selects by placing his stake upon them;; 
if he has selected a number or zero cor-; 
responding to ttie one into which the balV 
falls, he receives from one of the taillerusj 
thirty-six times his stake—viz., his stake, 
and thirty-five times more. If he selected; 
two numbers ho only receives eighteen' 
times, thus only winning half what ho: 
would have done had ho staked the whole 
on one number; if three numbers twelve; 
times, etc. This is called "jouer a cheval.". 
The rectangles at tho bottom of 
each 
of the three columns of numbers figured 
on the table, are for the reception of 
tho stake of that player who selects a 
column (twelve numbei-s) as his chance, 
and if the ball enters a hole the number of 
which is fomid in his column, be is paid 
throe times his stake. Those who prefer 
staking their monev on any of the chances 
marked on the edge of tho table, if they 
win, receive double their stake (their stake 
and as much more). 
Tho "pair'wins when 
the ball falls into a hole marked by an even 
number; the "impair." it the hole is marked 
odd; the "manque." if the hole is numbered 
from 1 to 18 inclusive; tho "passe." if it is 
numbered from lU to 
inclusive; tho 
"rouse." if it is colored red: ana the "noir," 
it it is colored black. If the ball should fall 
into the hole marked with the zero, the 
stakes of those players who ventuie upon 
tho six chances last described are either 
equally divided between the bank and tho 
players, or, as is more commonly the case, 
they are "put in prison," as it is called, and 
the succeedina: trial determines whether 
they are to be restored to the players or 
gained by the bank.

The husliand. with his hands on 
tho table, awaits the result almost with in- 
ditlerence. 
Tuo lady, somewhat less cool, 
puts up her glasses to get a better view, 
i he ball revolves for a long time, but even- 
tually slackens its pace, passes by the 
numbers SS, 1. 20. 14. 
and finally stops at 
No. 9. 


Tho croupier takes SIHO in gold. and. 
noisily sounding the coins, places them 
before the wif'-. who smilingly takes a 
ralce, and heaps up a little monument oi 
irold.

This Scripture has for it> heading 
the somewhat enigmatic wonls, "A Psalm 
of David, Maschil."^ Tlie margin translates 
it. "A Psalm of David, giving instructions." 
Tho Douay version says. "To David him- 
seli, understanding." 
How Uir back theso 
headiiiizs are i o bo traced, whether or not; 
they are an integral part o? the canon of in- 
spiration. it is not i or any one pei haps to 
say authoritativeiy. 'Ihis we know, how- 
ever, that they reach as fa- back toward 
the sources of the original writing as wo 
can iind our wav, and, though chey seem to 
be tho work of scribes and comp Ijrs, tho 
directions seem to be such a part of the 
ancient divinely approved temple service 
tliat we dare not pa.'^s them by ligütly. 
The mcanin r of this heading seems to bo 
that tho psalm before us was of' a number, 
thirteen in all. used for didactic purpose, 
one of tile teaching or doctrinal psaims. 
Certainly we can Iind in it for our clasi^es. 
to-day. divino instruction and iUumiiiation.

THE Iowa republicans are in as bad 
muddle as their Ohio brethern. The

RAItROAJ) WRECKS. 


.M i 


T h e F o o l l s l m e M of Officials W h o A t - 
t e m p t tOv C o n c e a l t h e I n j u r y 
D o n e o r S u p p r e s s T h e i r 
P a b l i c a t i o n . 


A passenger train has been wrecked 
on one of the railroads passing through 
this city! A man has been killed and 
several other persons have been badly 
injured! The wreck occurred at one of 
the small stations along the line of the 
road, several miles from the city, and it 
is impossible for anybody but the rail- 
road officials to get a definite account of 
the injury done, or the names of the 
persons killed and injured. 


The reporters of the daily newspapers 
hear of the wreck and they hasten, as 
fast as their feet can carry them, to the 
headquarters of the company in this 
city to get the particulars. 
Entering 
the office they ask of the official in 
charge, "What is there about 
that 
wreck at Muddy Kun ? 
Can you give 
me the particulars?" 


If they get an answer at all it is: 
"Oh, it didn't amount to anything. A 
car derailed and one or two of the men 
slightly scratched, that's all," and in 
spite of the reporter's cross-questioning 
and lawyer-like methods of getting at 
the bottom of things, this is all he gets 
about the nature of the accident. 


The official knows all about the wreck, 
because he has been advised of the 
fullest particulars over the company's 
own wires. He knows two or three cars 
have been badly smashed and that one 
man was killed and several others badly 
injured, but he thinks he can keep it 
from the newspapers and save the repu- 
tation of the road. 


This is the method practiced by some 
roads. They do not want an account 
of the wrecks on their road to get into 
the 
newspapers. A newsj)aper re- 
porter that is anything of a reporter 
wont 
stoj) 
there 
when 
a 
rail- 
road official tries in this way to either 
deceive or bluff him. 
There is another 
way to get at the particulars. It is more 
round about and takes time, but it can 
be done, and the result is the reporter 
gets the full particulars of the wreck, 
and whaeks it to the road by writing up 
the affair in grand style. 


It pays even for railroad companies 
to be open and honest about these 
things, for the facts will leak out sooner 
or later, and the people will hear of the 
real nature and extent of the accident 
in time. 


A reporter when he undertakes to look 
uj) the particulars of a railroad wreck 
has no desire to do the company injus- 
tice by making it more terrible than it 
is. He simply wants to give the facts, 
which the reading public expects, and 
in his effort to do this, it is much better 
for railroad officials to be candid and 
honest and aid him in his search for 
truth, instead of trying to beat around 
the bush and attempt to keep the acci- 
dent out of the, papers. Such a policy 
wont work and railroad officials ought to 
have found this out a long time ago.

DB. TAtMAGE'S FIRST SERMON AF- 
TER THE COKIXAGRATION. 


His Ti'Xt Was Tliese Words—"But Hone of 
These Things Move Me."—A Po%verful 
and Afttjctnig Discourse in full—Large 
Attwulance.

The Eev. T. De Witt Talmage preached 
lit the Academy of Music his first sermon 
after the destruction of the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle by lire. 
His audience was of 
vast size, and public interest was extra- 
ordiiiarj. 
The opening hymn was: 


<;od moves in a mysterious way 
IM;, '.vomlers topîrform; 
He iilams his iootf-teps in the sea, 
Ar-J rides upou the storm. 


Pr. TaJîiîage's subject was "The Bap- 
tism of Fire," and he took as his text 
Acts xx. 24, "None of these things move 
me." 
He said: 


But, Taul, have yoii not enough afSio- 
tion to move j"ouï 
Are yon not an exile 
from your native land? 
AVith the most 
genial and loving nature,have3'onnot,in 
order to be free for missionary journeys, 
given yourself to celibacy? 
Have you 
not turned away from the 
magnificent 
worldly succes"ses 
that 
would 
have 
crowned your illustrious genius? 
Have 
you not endured the sharp and stinging 
neuralgias, like a thorn in the flesh? 
Have vou not been mobbed on the land, 
and shipwrecked on the sea; the sanhe- 
drim a^-ainst you, the Koman govern- 
ment a:^aiuBt you, all the world and all 
hell against you? 


"What of tiiat?" says Paul. 
"None of 
these things move!"' 
It was not because 
he was a hard nature. 
Gentlest woman 
- was never more easily 
:\issolved 
into 
tears. 
Pie could not even bear .to see 
anybody cry, for in the midst of his ser- 
mon when he saw some one 
weeping 
iier sobs aloud, "What mean ye to weep 
and to break mine heart? for I am ready, 
not to be bound only, but also to die at 
Jerusalem for the name of the Lord Je- 
Bus." What then did Paul mean when 
be said "None of these things move me?" 
He rntant, "I will not divert from the 
work to which I have been called by any 
and all the adversities and calamities." 


I think this morning I express not 
only my own feelings but that of every 
man, v/oman, and little child belonging 
to Brooklyn 
Tabernacle, 
or that was 
converted there, or comforted there, or 
blessed there, when I look tovrard the 
Llackeucd niins of the dear and conse- 
crated spot and with an aroused faith in 
a loving God, cry out: 
"None of these 
things move me." 


"When 1 say that, I do not mean that 
we have no feeling about it. 
Instead of 
standing here to-day in this brilliant 
auditorium, it would be more consonant 
with niy feelings to sit down among the 
ruins and weep at the words of David: 
"If I forget thee, 
O Jerusalem, let my 
right hand forget her cunning." 
Why. 
let me say to the strangers here to-day 
in exiJÎanation of the deep emotion of 
my llock, we had there in that building 
sixteen years of religious revival. 
I be- 
lieve thcit a hundred thousand 
souls 
•were born there. 
They came from all 
parts of the earth and we shall never see 
them again until the uooks are opened. 
Wh}', sits! out children were there bap- 
tized, and at those altars our young men 
and maidens took the marriage vow, and 
oitt of those gates we carried our dead. 
When from the roof of my house last 
»Sunday morning at 3 o'clock I saw our 
church in flames, I said: "That isthe last 
of the building from which we buried 
our De Witt on that cold December day 
when it seemed ail Brooklyn wept with 
my household." 
And it was just as hard 
for you to give up your loved ones as for 
ue to give up ours. 
Why, like the beau- 
tiful vines that still cover some of the 
fallen walls, our affections are clamber- 
ing all over the ruins, and I could kiss 
the ashes that mark the place where it 
once stood. 
Why, now that I think of 
it, I cannot think of it as an inanimate 
pile, but as a soul, a mighty soul, an in- 
destructible soul. 
I am sure that maies- 
tic organ had a soul, for v;e have often 
heard it speak and sing and shout and 
wail, and when the soul of that organ 
entered Heaven 
I think Handel, and 
Haydn, and Moicart, and Mendelssohn, 
and Beethoven were at the gates to wel- 
come it. 
So I do not use the words of 
my text in a heartless way, but in the 
sense that we must not and v;ill not be 
diverted from our work by the aiipalling 
disasters which have befallen us. 
We 
•will not turn aside one inch from our 
determination to do all we can for the 
present and everlasting happiness of all 
the people whom we may be able to 
meet. 
"None of these things move me. 
None of these things move you." 
"Go 
forward!" 


"When I looked out through the 
dis- 
mal rain from the roof of my house and 
saw the church crumbling brick by brick 
and timber by timber, I said to 
myself: 
Does this mean that my work in Brook- 
lyn is ended? 
Does this terminate my 
association with this city, Vv'here 1 have 
been more than twenty years glad in all 
its pros}>erities, and sad in all its mis- 
fortunes? And a still small voice came 
to me, a voice that is no longer still or 
small lait most einphatic and command- 
ing, through 
pressure of 
hand, 
and 
newspaper column, and telegram and 
letter 
contributions, saying: 
"Go for- 
ward!" 


1 have made and I now make appeal to 
all Christendom to help us. 
We want 
all Christendom to help, and i will ac- 
knowledge the receipt of every 
contri- 
bution, <^^reat or siij;il], with my own 
hand. 
We want to build larger 
and 
bc-itor. 
We want it a national church, 
in which people of all creeds and all 
nations may find a home. 
The contri- 
butions already sent in make a small 
hearted church 
forever 
imT)ossible. 
Would not I be a sorry 
spectacle 
for 
angels and men if, in a church built by 
Isrulitt-s and Catholics, 
as well as ail 
the styles of people commonly called 
evangelical, I should, 
iustead 
of 
the 
banner of the Lord God Almighty, raise 
a fluttering flag of small sectarianism? 
If we Ijad three htindred thousand dol- 
lars v/e would put them all in one greiit 
monument to the mercy of God. 
Peo- 
ple ask on all sides about what we shall 
bûild. 
I answer, it all depends on the 
•contributions sent in from here and 
•from the ends of the earth. 
I say now 
to all the Baptists, that we shall have 
in it a baptistery. 
I say to all Episco- 
palians, we shall have in our services as 
heretofore at our communion table por- 
tions of the Liturgy.

The 
Hast two words I uttered in the old

Smen!" 
; The two words that I mter now as 
:»08t «xpressire of my f«eliBgB in this 
^««f fink service after the Bsptism of 


Fire, are Hallelajah! Amen! "None of 
these things move me." 


We are kept in this mood by two or 
three considerations. 
The first is, that 
God rules. 
In what way the church took 
fire I do not know. 
It has been charged 
on the lightnings. 
Well, the Lord con- 
trols the lightnings. , He managed them 
several thousands of years before onr 
electricians were born. 
The Bible indi- 
cates that, though they flash down the 
sky recklessly, God biiilds for them a 
road to travel. 


In the Psalms it is said: 
"He*made a 
way for the lightning and the thunder." 
Ever since the time of Benjamin Frank- 
lin the world has been tryingto tame the 
lightnings, and they seem to be quite 
well harnessed, but" they 
occasionally 
kick over the traces. 
But though 
we 
cannot master great natural forces, God 
can and does, and that 
God is 
our 
Father and best Friend, and this thought 
gives us confidence. 


We are also 
reinforced by the in- 
creased consolation that comes from 
confraternity of sorrow. 
The 
people 
who, during'the last sixteen years, sat 
on the other side of - the aisle, whose 
faces are familiar to you, but to whom 
you 
had 
never spoken—you 
greeted 
them this week witii smiles and tears as 
you said: "Well, the old place is gone." 
You did not want to seem to cry, and 
so you swept the sleeve near the corner 
of the eye, and protended 
it was the 
sharp wand made your eyes weak. 
Ah! 
there was nothing the matter with your 
eyes; it was your soul bubbling over. 
I 
tell you it was impossible to sit for 
years around the saijie church 
fireside 
and not have sympathies in common. 
Somehow you feel that you would like 
those people on the other side of the 
aisle, about whom yon know but little, 
prospered and 
pardoned and 
blessed 
and saved. 
You feel as if you are in 
the same boat, and you want to glide up 
the same harbor and want to 
disembark 
at the same wharf. 


If you put gold and iron and lead and 
zinc in sufScient heat, they will melt 
into a conglomerate mass; and I really 
feel that last Sabbath's fire has fused us 
all, grosser and finer natures, into one. 
It seems as if we all had our hands on a 
wire connected with an electric battery; 
and when this church sorrow started it 
thrilled through the whole circle, and 
we all felt the shock. 
The oldest niiin 
and the youngest child could join hands 
in this misfortune. 
Grandfather said, 
"I expected 
from those altars to be 
buried;" and one of the children last 
Sabbath 
cried, "Grandpa, that 
place 
was next to our own house." 
Yea, we 
are supported and confident in this time 
by the cross of Christ. 


'That is used to the fire. On the dark 
day when 
Jesus died, the 
lightning 
struck it from above, and the flames of 
hell dashed up against it from beneath. 
That tearful, painful, tender, 
blessed 
cross 
still 
stands. 
On 
it 
we 
hang 
all our 
hopes; 
beneath 
it 
we 
put 
down all our sins; in the light of it 
we expect to make the rest of our pil- 
grimage. 
Within sight of such a sacri- 
fice, v/ho can feel he has it hard? 
In 
the sight of such a symbol, who can be 
discouraged, 
however great the dark- 
ness that may come down upon him? 
Jesus lives! 
The living, patient, sym- 
pathizing, mighty Jesus! 
It shall not 
be told on earth, or in hell, or in Heaven, 
that three Hebrew children had the son 
of God beside them in the fire, and that 
a whole church was forsaken by the 
Lord when they went through a furnace 
about two hundred feet wide. 


O Lord Jesus! shall we take 
otit of 
Thy hand the flowers and the fruits,and 
the brightness and the joys, and then 
turn av/ay because Thou dost give us one 
cup of bitterness to drink? 
Oh, no, 
Jesus! we will drink it dry. 
But how it 
is changed! 
Blessed Jesus, 
what has 
Thou 
i^ut in the cup to sweeten 
it? 
Why, it has become the wine of Heaven, 
and our souls grow strong. I come now, 
and place both of my feet deep down 
into tile blackened 
ashes 
of our con- 
sumed church, and I cry out with an ex- 
hileration that I never felt since the 
day of my soul's ^emancipation. 
"Vic- 
tory! victory! through our Lord Jesus 
Christ!"' 


Your harps, ye trembling saints, 


Down from the •willov/s take. 
Loud to the praise of love divine 
Bid every strinfi awake. 
We are also re-inforced by the Cath- 
olicity that I have already referred to. 
We are in the Academy to-day, not be- 
cause we have no other place to go. 
Last Sabbath morning at 9 o'clock we 
had but one church: now we have about 
thirty, all at our disposal. 
Their pas- 
tors and their trustees say: "You may 
take our main audience rooms, you may- 
take our lecture rooms, you may 
take 
our church parlors, you may baptize in 
our baptisteries, and sit on our anxious 
seats." 
Oh, if 
there 
bo any 
larger 
hearted 
minister 
or 
larger 
hearted 
churches anywhere than in Broo'klyn, 
tell me where they are, that I may go 
and see thom before I die. 
The millen- 
ium has come. 
People keep wondering 
when it is coming. 
It has come. 
The 
lion and the 
lamb lie down together, 
and the tiger eats straw like an ox. 
I 
should like to have seen two of the old 
time bigotif, with tlieir swords, 
fighting 
throitgh that great fire on Schermerhora 
street 
last 
Sabbath. 
I am sure 
the 
swords would have melted, and they 
who wielded them would have learned 
war no more. 
I can never say a -word 
against any 
other 
denomination 
of 
Christians. 
I thank God I never have 
been tempted to do it, 
I cannot 
be a 
sectarian. 
I have been told I ought to 
be. and I have tried to be, but I have not 
enough material in me to make such a 
structure. 
Every time I get the thing 
most done, there comes a fire or some- 
thing else, and all is gone. 
The angels 
of (iod shake out on this air, "Glory to 
God in the highest, and on earth peace, 
gooif will toward men." 
I do not know 
but I see on the horizon the first gleam 
of the morning which shall unite all 
denominations in one organization, dis- 
tinguished only by the 
locality 
as in 
apostolic times. 
It was then the Church 
of Thyatira, and the (Uinrch of 
Thes- 
salonica, and the 
Church of Antioch, 
and the Church of Laodicea. 
So I do 
not know but that in the future history, 
and not far ofl:' either, it may be simply 
a distinction 
of 
locality, and not of 
creed, as the Church of New York, the 
Church of Brooklyn, the 
Church 
of 
Boston, the Churcn of Charleston, the 
Church of Madras, the Charch of Con- 
stantinople, the Church of America. 


My dear brethren, we cannot ailord to 
be severely divided. 
Standing in front 
of the great foes of our common Chris- 
tianit}', we want to put on the 
whole 
armor of God and march down in solid 
column, shoulder to shoulder! one com- 
mander! one triumph! • 


ibe trumpet gives a martial Btrain 
O Israel! gird tliee for the tight;. 
Arise, the combat to maintain; 
Arise, and put thy foes to flight. 


We also feel reinforced by the thought 
that we are on the way to a Heaven that 
can never burn down. 
Fires may sweep 
through other cities—but I am glad to 
know that the New Jerusalem is fire- 
proof. 
There will be no engines rush- 
ing through those streets; there will be 
no temples consumed in that city. Com- 
ing to the doors of that Church, we will 
find them open, resonant with sons, amd 
not cries of fire. Ob, my dear brother 
and sister! 
if this short lane of life 
comes up soon to that blessed place, 
what is the use of our worrying? I have 
felt a good many times this last week 
like Father Taylor, the sailor preacher. 
He got in a long sentence while he was 
preaching one day, and lost himself, 
and could not find his way out of the 
sentence. 
He 
stopped 
and 
said: 
"Brethren, I have lost the nominative of 
this sentence, and things are generally 
mixed up, but I am bound for the king- 
dom any how." 


And during this last week, when I 
saw the rushing to and fro and the ex- 
citement, I said to myself, "I do nc% 
know just where we shall start again^but 


I am bound for the kingdom anyhow." I 
do not want to go just yet. 
I want to be 
pastor of this people until I am about 
eighty-nine years of age, but I have 
sometimes thought that there are such 
glories ahead that I maybe persuadedto 
go a little earlier—for 
instance 
at 
eighty-two or eighty-three; but I really 
think that, if we could have an appre- 
ciation of what God has in reserve for 
us, we would want to go, stepping right 
out of the Academy of Music into the 
glories of the skies. 
^ Ah! that is a good land. 
Why, they 
tell me ,that in that land they 
never 
have a heart ache. 
They tell me that a 
jiian might" walk five hundred years in 
that land and never see a tear or hear a 
sigh. 
They tell me that our friends 
who have left us and gone there, their 
feet are radiant as the sun, and that they 
take hold of the hand of Jesus famil- 
iarly, and that they open that hand and 
see in the palm of it a healed 
wound 
that must have been very cruel before it 
was healed. 
And they tell me that 
there is no winter there, and that they 
never get hungry or cold, and that the 
sewing girl never wades through 
the 
snow bank to her daily toil, and that 
the clock never strikes twelve for the 
night, but only twelve for the day.

I

"Oh!'you say,

guess again. 
Jesus set it there; and He 
will keep it burning until the 
day we 
15ut our finger on the latch of the door 
and go in to be at home forever. 
Oh! 
when my sight gets black in death, put 
on my eyelids 
that sweet 
ointment. 
When in the 
last weariness I cannot 
take another step, just help me put my 
foot on that 
doorsill. 
When my ear 
catches no more the voices of wife and 
child, let me go right in, to have my 
deafness cured by the stroke of the 
harpers whose fingers fly over the strings 
with the anthems of the free. 


Heaven never burns down! 
The fires 
of the last day, that are already kindled 
in the heart of the earth, but are hidden 
because God keeps down the hatches— 
those 
internal 
fires 
will after awhile 
break through the crust, and the plains, 
and the mountains, and the seas will be 
consumed, and tlie flames will fling their 
long arms into the skies; but all the ter- 
rors of a burning world will do no more 
harm to that Heavenly temple than the 
fires of the setting sun which kindle up 
the window glass of the 
hoitse on yon- 
der hill top. 
Oh. blessed land! 
But I 
see the Brooklyn

Throw away

your

better mission than you are sent 
on. 
Prove yourselves worthy. 
If I am not 
fit to be .iour leader, set me aside. 
The 
brightest goal on earth that I can think 
of is a country parsonage amidst the 
mountains. 
But I am not afraid to lead 
you. 
I have some dollars; they-are at 
your disposal, 
I have good physical 
health; it is yours as long as it lasts. 
I 
have enthusiasm 
of 
soul; I will 
not 
keep it back from your service. 
I have 
some faith in God, aiid I will direct it 
toward the rebuilding of our new spir- 
itual house. 
Come on, then. 
I will 
lead you. 


Come on, ye aged men, not yet passed 
over Jordan! 
Give us one more lift be- 
fore you go into the promised land. You 
men in middle life, harness all your bus- 
iness faculties to.this enterprise. Young 
man, put the fire of your soul into this 
work.

BLACKSMITHS. 


From Birmingham I went on about 
fifteen 
miles to Dudley, or what is 
known as the Black Country, and it is 
rightly 
named. 
Both in appearance 
and the conditions of its 
people a 
blacker, more dreary life could not be 
conceived. 
It is the property of Lord 
Dudley. 
The ill-fated Johnstown, of 
Pennsylvania, did not present a more 
pitiful appearance after its fearful dis- 
aster than does this landed property of 
a lord. 
The country is divided into 
little hamlets bearing such burlesque 
names as Thibbett's Gardens, Cinder 
Bank, Primrose Hill, Netherton Ruins 
(very appropriate,) Crodley Heath, etc. 


A description of one of these places 
will suffice for all. 
Tnibbett's Gardens 
is a miserable, grimy, dirty path, with 
little hovels built along its one foul- 
smelling street, over which all sewage 
matter from roof and kitchen has cut 
little ditches. 
At the back of every 
dwelling, and included as a part of the 
rent, is a forge with fireplace sufficient 
for one or more anvils. 
Here, at these 
anvils, the women and children of this 
poverty-stricken locality stand day after 
day, until months roll into years, and 
into a lifetime, swinging hammer and 
tongs, welding into every link of chain 
their health comfort and happiness. 
The doleful sounA of the hammer and 
anvil, used by the mothers, is welded 
into every nerve and fibre of the unborn 
babe, and after its birth it is lulled to 
sleep by the same mournful oedence. 


and its little body rests oh the big bel< 
lows, or swings i s the mde cradle that 
hangs from the rafters. 


Nails, such as are used in the bottoms 
of ships, hobnails for heels and soles of 
shoes, and chains of different sizes, Nos. 
i, f, and f, are the sizes made by these 
women, some of whom are over sixty 
years old. 
The iron rod is brought 
from the factories in coils and the wo- 
men have to straighten it out prepar- 
atory to using. 
They get 112 pounds 
of iron rod at a batch. 
They are al- 
lowed eight pounds for waste, and must 
be'accountable for the balance. 


Chain-makers, by working steadily, 
make eighteen pence per day, which 
equals 36 cents American money. 
The 
rent of a house of tAvo rooms, with forge 
and two anvils, is 2 shillings 9 pence 
per week (66 cents.) 
One good woman, 
of whom the clergyman who accom- 
panied us spoke very highly, said she 
had lived in one house and worked at 
one forge for seventeen years, and iH 
that time no repairs had been made ex- 
cept such as were paid out of her own 
earniny^. 
The husbands and fathers of 
these chain and nail making women are 
miners, working for such a miserable 
pittance that it is • absolutely necessary 
for the mother, wife, and daughter to 
live 
this cruel life.—Mrs. 
Leonora 
Barry,

And its story is as weird and 
fateful as the Rhinegold's 


A poor and ignorant Irishman, living 
in the mountains solitary and lonely, 
propped open the door of his cabin with 
a lump of metal. 
He had found it 
sticking out from a water-washed gully 
and carried it home as a curiosity. 
Though no larger than a small cymling, 
it was a weighty lug for a mile. 
It was 
a dull yellow, irregular in shape, and 
pieces of stone were imbedded in it.

At night when the lamp goes out and 


the temporaturo goes down, all those 
water soaked snow blocks and banking 
of snow become converted into ice or a 
sort of frozen snow ice, liko that which 
one sees on tho sidewalk after a cold, 
freezing night that follows a thawing 
day. This alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing soon converts the top part into this 
translucent material, and, as a result, 
tho igloo becomes uncomfortably chilly 
at night, the ico being a good conductor 
of the cold, while tho snow is not. 
The 


energetic Eskimo docs not reside long 
in tho same igloo — not over a month or 
six weeks— unless ho is whore he can 
easily "bank" his building so deep that 
the snow cannot be converted into ico 
clear through iU depth. One of the 
few comforts of Arctic winter travel ia 
that the voyage has nearly always a now 
warm snow house in which to sleep

they con be apprehended. They offer 
t&OO reward (or information leading to 
tho arrest and conviction of the train 
wreckers.
